invent. To thia inaenaato poraeoutlon the ‘boreeice' 
replied with wwpona wbioh are alwayi in tho hauda 
of a dotarnined minority.

tefased Mahmud’s further demand that he should be 
giren Samarkand also. "I will do no such thing,” hs 
replied, “and if yon take possession of Samarkand 
without my permission, I will disgrace you before the 
whole world.” Mahmud was furious. "Do you wish 
me to oome to the capital of the Caliphate with a 
thousand elephants,” be threatened the Caliph’s 
ambassador, "in order to lay it waste and bring its 
earth on the backs of my elephants to dhaznio !” But 
the policy of plundering the centres of Muslim and 
Hindu oiTilisatioas simultaneously was too bold even 
for Mahmud, and he had to apologise humbly to the 
power which even in its boiu of weakness could have 
shattered the moral foundations of the Gbasnavide 
kingdom. But none the less he established his power 
over Samarkand.

been a weak man and the direction 
of affairs >came into the hands of his son, known 
to contemporaries as ‘Nidar’ (Fearless) Bbim, who 
stoutly lerersed the policy of his grandfather and put 
an end to the OhamaTide alliance. Mahmud was ones 
more forced to fight the kingdom of Lahore in order 
to keep the rood to Hindustan open. He started from 
Qhaznin in the autumn of 1013 but snow began to fall. 
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bafore he reaohad the Indian frontier, and it was found 
neoeaaaiy to go into winter-qaaiters. With the epring 
the Obaznavidea moved forward onoe more, 'ascending 
the hills like mountain-goats and descending them like 
torrents of water.’ Nidar Bhim fortified himself in 
the Margala Pass,* whloh was narrow, precipitous 
and steep, but on the arrival of his vassals he came 
down and offered battle. The Gbaznavides woo after a 
severe contest. Bbim threw a garrison into the fort 
of Ninduna on the hill of Balanath and fled to the 
Pasa of Kashmir. Mahmud, who now seems to have 
made up bis mind to annex the Punjab, reduced 
Ninduna, and after placing a garrison in it, pushed on 
in pursuit of Bhim. But the elusive hero oould not 
be captured and the Sultan turned baok from the foot 
of the Kashmir bills.

Mahmud marched forth to revenge his brother-in-law’s 
death, defeated the rebel army before the famous 
fortress of Hazar Asp aud appointed his general, 
Altuntash, governor of the newly conquered territory 
with the title of ‘Khwaiazm Shah.’

for years. His r^ular army of one 
hundred thousand was strengthened by twenty thousand 
volunteers from Shorosan and Turkestan. The omens 
were favonrable. The Hindu ooQfodetaoy had dis¬ 
appeared and none of the Hals was strong enough to 
oppose Mahmud single-handed. He had established a 
reputation for generalship, which none could question, 
and everyone knew that his methods were thorough. 
Trilooaupal and Kidar Bhlm, though still eluding their 
pursuers, were driven beyond the Funjab, while Sangram, 
Bai of Kashmir, made peace with the Sultan and led 
the van Of tho invading troops. The Gbaznavides- 
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mtcohod through foroeta in which 'eren winds lose their 
way,' forded the five rivers of the Punjab, and crossing 
the Jamna on December 2nd, moved against Darren 
(Bulandshahr) 'like the waves of the sea,’ But Bar 
Herdat solved the problem by coming out of his city 
with ten thoueand men who, either from poli^ or 
ooDviotioo, proolaimed 'their anxiety for oonvorsion and 
their rejection of idols’.* This ‘oonvorsion’ saved the 
citizens and Uahmud marolied down the Jamna to 
Mahaban. Its ruler, Bai Kulohand, who had established 
a reputation for invinoibility in looal warfare, drew up 
his army in the midst of a thick forest. But Mahmud 
penetrated the forest 'like a oomb through a head of 
hair’ and scattered the Mahaban army. Many of the 
fugitives were drowned in the attempt to cross the 
Jamna, and the valiant Bulohand oeoaped the disgrace 
of captivity by slaying his wife and son and then 
plunging the dagger into hia own breast. 

On the other side of the Jamna lay the ancient 
and famooB olty of Mathura, the 

Mathura. birth-place ofKriehna-Basdeo. 'The 
wall of the oily was oonstructed of 
hard stone, and the two gates, which opened upon the 
river flowing under the city, were erected qd strong 
and lofty foundations to protect them against tbe 
floods of the river and rains. On both sides of tbe river 

aNizamuddin andFsrishta mistake attribute this eon-

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tbere were a thousand houses, to wbiob idol temples 
were attaohod, all strengthened from top bo bottom by 
riveta of iron, and all made of maeonary work, and 
opposite to them were other buildings, supported on 
broad wooden pillars to gi7e them strength. In the 
middle of the oity there was a temple larger and firmer 
than the rest, which can neither be described nor 
painted; the inhabitante said it had been built not by 
men but by genii.’ 'In populatton and splendid edifices 
tbe dty of Mathura was unriralled; the human tongue 
cannot describe the wonderful things it contained.’ 

But no attempt was made to defend this inimitable 
monument of Hindu art when Mahmud crossed the 
Jamna, and the inhabitants, apxious to save their 
skins, left him to work havoc with their sacred inheri* 
tanoe. 'The Sultan gave orders that all the temples 
should be burnt with naphtha and fire and levelled 
with the ground.' Envy rather than fanaticism seems 
to have boen the predominent motive in Mahmud’s 
nlistio mind. "In this city,’’ he wrote to the nobles 
of Ghaanin in praise of what his vandalism had destroy¬ 
ed, ‘‘there are a thousand towering palaces, most of 
thorn constructed of huge stones. The temples are 
more than can be counted. Anyone wishing to con¬ 
struct the like will have to spend a hundred thousand 
thousand dinars and 'employ the most skilled workmeu 
for two- hundred years." As a financial venture the 
expedition succeeded b^ond all expectations—98,300 
of gold were obtained from idols of that metal; 
the silver idols, two hundred in number, oould not be 
weighed ‘without - being hiokso. and^.put .into'soale^’;

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cUiEOns followed tbe example of their Eai, and ICanuauj 
repeated the story of Mathura. Mahmud oaptured the 
seven forte in a eingle day and plundered the un¬ 
defended city. Further down the Ganges, near tlie 
modern Fatebpur, was Eai Cbandal Bhor’s fort of Asni. 
Chaudal Bbor, who had been busy in fighting the Eal 
of Kannau], also fied and Aeni was plundered. Then 
prooeeding southwards Mahmud came across the fort 
of Uunj* (Uujhavan) ^ garrison of which, 'inde¬ 
pendent as head-strong oamelB,' fonght like 'obstinate 
aatana,' and when all hope hod disappeared, throw thoir 
women and children into the fire and died fighting to 
the last man. The next objootive was Chand Eai of 
Sharwaf, who had been harassing the unfortunate 

b«en'd»ad roryasrt. but further on Utbi ipeaka of Fu^T 
JoipBl’a war with Chand Rai. Piir-1 Joipal is not Anandpol but 
Trilooanpal, whom Alberuni oatis Tarojanpol, for wbloh Fur-i 
Jaipal (Jaipal’a son) is a natural miaroadinff. Much con¬ 
fusion has, howavor, bean oausod by later historiaos. Forishta 
gives the name of Eorah to the Zlai of Eonnouj. V. A. Smith 
transfers the name of Trilooanpal to Bajyapal’s son. It la 
useless to mention what a mesa of names plooee other 
soholara have been responsible for. Bat the list of the Hindu 
ghohi dynssty given by Albantni, and enumerated in a foregoing 
note, settlae the question definitely. The other diffloultlsewlll 
bo removed ifthe-Por-i Jaipal’ ofUtbiis reod os TrUooanpal, 
and not as Jaipal's son.

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Trilooaopal of Lahore in the east vhile Mahmud had 
boeo pressing him so hard on the other side. To prevent 
this auioidal strife, Trilooanpal had even sought hia 
eoezny's daughter in marriage for bis son, but Nidar 
Bbim was imprisoned by his father-in-law when ho 
went to bring his bride and the strife continued. As 
Mahmud marched eastwards, Trilocanpal fled before 
him and found a refuge with Chandal Bhor of Asm. 
Common inisfortusM at last created some sympathy 
between the dynasties of Lahore and Sharwa, and 
Nidar Bhim, who seems to have regained his freedom, 
sent Ohand Bai a piece of friendly advice. "Sultan 
Mahmud is not like the rnlers of Hind. He is not a 
leader of blaok men. Armies fly away before the very 
name of him and bis father. 1 regard his bridle as 
much stronger than yours, for he never oontents bim- 
self with one blow of the sword, nor does his army 
content itself with one hill' ont of a whole range. If 
you wish for your own safety, you will remain in oon< 
cealment.” The suggestion was adopted. Gband Bai 
fled to the hilts with his elephants and treasures. But 
Mahmud captured Sharwa and then hastened after the 
flying Bai, whom he managed to discover and defeat 
on the night of January 6, 1019. The campaign beyond 
Kannauj had not taken more than seventeen days, 
when Mahmud turned back with Chaod Bai's much 
coveted elephants. 

Mahmud’s exploits oould not fail to captivate the 
imagination of his co-religionists. Neither Aleiander, 
the Great, nor the heroes of the> Shah Namah had any* 
thing BO romantio to their credit. A mysterious wonder* 
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Usd lud bMS •xplortd. Bsyood Uie Utiek ud irapeiwtr* 
sbU f^ooUer foreit, btjond tbo Hts grwt riTon of 
lh» Punjid>. Uin miuacta'A ooll to prajpor had raaoandad 
over maay a iloeolaU vilderttoae and anitdat tbaeoo* 
fla^ratioiu of many a hamlet and town.

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before the Saltan and sent as a prisoner to India. The 
smaller chiefs crowded to offer their allegiance. Even 
Yusuf Qadr Khan, brother of the late I-Lak Khan,* 
oame to meet him and requested him to transport the 
Seljuqe aoroas the Oius to Khorasan. This body of 
pastoral and barbario Turkomans, 
The Seljuqs. destined to an nnoxpected but not 
undeserved greatness, had long been 
a source of trouble to its neighbours. During the reign 
of the Samanid kings they had migrated from Turke. 
Stan, and oroasing the Jaxactos, had settled at Nur in 
Bukhara from where they used to migrate annually to 
Darghau in Khwarazm. Their leader, Israel son of Seljuq, 
the chief after whom the tribe came to be named, was a 
perpetual terror to the Mdihs of Turkestan and Trana- 
Oxania. "He was wont to enter the ohase or the conflict 
like a whirlwind and a thunder-cloud and vanquished 
every one who ventured into a personal contest with him. 
Not a bird in the air and not a deer in the forest escaped 
his arrow.'’f Like others, he oame riding at the 
head of his Turkomans to offer his allegiance to Mah- 
mud, ‘with a cap placed jauntily on one side of his 
head and bestriding a horse like the spur of a mountain.’

The migration, onoe begun, could not be 
stepped and the Qboznavide empire was ultimately 
converted into a Seljuq pasture-land.f Those troubles, 
however, lay in the womb of the future. For the( 
present Mahmud was supreme, end the fall of Israel, 
whatever its future effects, served as au example to all 
Turkoman chiefs.

Even Anhilwara, 
the capital of Gujrat, was left undefended, and Mahmnd 
after taking from the city the provisions be required, 
moved down the Saraswati and reached the famous 
temple in the second week of January. 'The fort of 
Somnath raised its towers to the sky ; the waves of 
the sea washed its feet.’ The Hindus had oilmbed the 
ramparts to witness the arrival of the bosiegors. “Our 
god, Somnatb," they shouted to the Mussalmans, “has 
brought yon hero to destroy you at one blow for the 
idols you have broken in Hindustan.” 


Battle of Somnath. 


Kezt morning, which was Eriday, the atcnggle 
commenced. The Ghaznavides 
succeeded in scaling the city* 
walls and the Hindus made a desperate attempt to 
dislodge them. But night oame on before the battle 
on the ramparts could end and the besiegers withdrew 
to their oamp. On Saturday Mahmud captured the 
ramparts and entmed the city. The Hindus, driven 
out of their houses, collected round the temple for a 
last despairing struggle. Band after band prayed 
fervently to the idol, and after bidding it faicwoll in 
'sorrow and tears,’ sallied forth to fight. 'A dreadful 
slaughter followed at the gale of the temple and few 
were left alive.’ But once more the darkness of night 
stopped Mahmud’s band, while the intervention of a 
new factor reminded him of the fickleness of fate. 


The Sultan’s march bad been too rapid to allow 
the Bais of Qujrat to collect their forces for the defiance 
of the temple. But the desperate resistance of the 
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besieged gare them the tixae required ; their clumsy 
militar 5 maohine began to work with fererish haste 
and on the morning of the third day Mahmud found 
his camp being enoircled by an Indian force sent by 
the neighbouring Rais for the relief of the garrison. 
Mahmnd left a part of his army to continue the siege 
end adranoed to meet the new-oomers with the rest, 
'Both sides fought with indesoribable courage and 
valour, and the field of battle waa set aflame with their 
anger and their hate.’ But the Indian army was 
constantly strengthened by new reinforcements and 
the Qhaznavides -were brought to the verge of an 
irretrievable disaster. Mahmud's position waa extremely 
critical. Defeat would have meant annihilation, and 
further delay would have entailed defeat. So after a 
fervent prayer to the Almighty with the cloak of 
Shaikh Abul Hasan Kharqani in his hands, he led his 
army to a lost attack, and with the good fortune that 
never permanently deserted him, succeeded in breaking 
the enemy ranks. The defeae of the relieving force 
decided the fate of Somnath, and the garrison, overcome 
by panic and fear, ofiered no further resistance, 

Mahmud entered the temple and possessed himself 
of its fabulous wealth. 'Not a hundredth part of the 
gold and precious stones he obtained from Somnath 
were to be found in the treasury of any king of Hindus- 
ton.’ Later historians have related how Mahmud 
refused the enormous ransom offered by the Brahmans, 
and preferred the title of ‘Idol-breaker’ {Bui-thilcan) to 
tlmt of Idol-seller’ [Bvi-SaToth). He struck the idol with 
his mace and his piety was instantly rewarded by the 
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pmiotu (tooM th*t 04 DM out of it* bel>7. Tbb ia 
an lapoflaiblo itory.* Apart from tha foot t^t it bslta 
all oontcnporary ccaSmiatlon, tha SAmuaUi idol vaa 
a aolid uMoulplutod liapo, sot a lUisa, asd atoot could 
not kayo oomo out of iu belly. That the Idol waa brekes 
ia tuiforitnwUely true enooK^, but the offer of the Brah* 
nanc, and Uabinud’a rojectioo of the offer, k a fable 
of later daya.

Mahttod waa tbe last of the 'minor ktn^' and tlmii 
fiiM of the great Thrko-Perslaa Smperora. Tbe inapir-l| 
leg motlee of bia life aod tbe Urea of his oontemporariaall 
waa not lelam hot the spirit of tbe Persian Renaiaaanoe. f* 
The age of Hahmod of Ohasnii] was devoid of the 
higlier spirit of faith; aod theologU 
^^of the Per- cal disotmions, which proepef mnel 
neimrirvoo. religion ie dead, divertod suoh 
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zeal as existed towards a war of sects. When nen 
find it difficult to believe in God, the; tr; to prove 
Him; when they cease to love their neighbour, they 
attempt to convince themselves that hating him is a 
moral duty. The conversion of the non-Muslim was 
given op in favour of the more entertaining game of 
exterminating the ‘heretic’. SVom east to west the 
Muslim world was tom by sectarian feuds and the 
strong arm of the persecutor was called in vain to heal 
the troubles of a people, weltering in fanaticism but 
innocent of faith. From this war of hair-splitting 
theologians the finer minds of Persia turned with a sense 
of relief to the resusaoitation of their national culture; 
and the minor dynasties, that bad grown up after the 
devoid of the Caliphate, gave them the protection and 
patronage they needed. Every provincial court became 
the centre of a revivalist movement. Ancient Fenian 
legends were rediscovered and popularised. The Persian 
language, which had been coat aside as the vernacular of 
the common people, assumed the dignity of a national 
tongue. Every one, who could, began to turn out 
verses in a language singularly capable of conforming 
to the hardest rules of metre and rh3nne, and even 
poets of mediocre abilities could be sure of a good career. 
Moreover the glories of the Kiani and the Sassanid 
Empires, alluring with the dream of a half-forgotten 
greatness, exercised on more imaginative minds a 
fascination which slowly bat definitely drew them away 
from the Path of the ProphetC The change was, of 
course, onoonsoious. Like the sohool-men of medieval 
Europe, who talked ae if 'the phibsophy of Aristotle 
w&s a commentary on the 'Ten Commandments, the 
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contemporaries of Mahmud were aware of no difference 
between the leseonsofthe Shah Natna and the principles 
of the Quran. Faridun and Jamahed, Kai-Kaus and 
Kai-Kbusiau, the heroic Bustam and the Macedonian 
Alexander won from the rising generations tho homage 
which all true Mussalmans ehouid have paid to the 
Prophet and his Companions. Now while the Prophet 
and his Companions stood for certain principles to be 
established at all costa and had resorted to wur as a 
means for ihtir promulgation, the legendary heroes of 
Persia only evoked in their devotees an ambition for 
greatness and ruthloss imperialism without tho sense 
of a moral mission, and instilled into them precepts 
of worldly wisdom, such as Polonious bequeathed to 
Laertes and such as Sadi’s (Tultslan bos taught to tho 
children of later generations—a wisdom essentially 
selfish in its outlook and superbly unconscious of all 
higher aims. 

Thus the new spirit, on one band, helped the evolu¬ 
tion of a now culture and brought 
Advent of atmosphere of rofinement and 

' polish to the court and the camp ; 

end, on the other hand, it heralded in an era of futile 
and purposeless wars through which provincdal kings, 
lehellious governors, tribal chiefs and even daring 
robbers, expected to reach the insecure eminence of 
Alexander, the Great. Fighting was looked upon, 
t.>>«nTfa to the militant spirit of the Turks, os a sport and 
an attribute of manliness, a good thing to be sought for 
itself—sot as a painful process for the attainment of 
human prosperity. For a century before Mahmud, princes

The 
oaanmpolitan admieiitratlon of tha Caliphate had been 
abattarnd beyond the poaalblllty of reoonatnictioo, and 
tha new imporialinn with ita aaoular and Pertlan 
outlook bad been hi the air for lome generationa put.

Adminietratire queetione, on the other baud, nerer 
inteteetod Mahmud, and while taking up the ootntoand 
of the army in parsoa, be left the ptotaie Uak of oarry. 
iog on the goTeroment to hit mloittert. Hit civil 
offioert bad iba effioieoey bo required; they ware alriot 
and baaTy-banded and worked their machinery with 
tha lama diaoipline and order u their military eollaa* 
guea But they* laaked that breadth of tWod, which 
would bava anabled them to supplemeut the oouquatta 
of their maater by a far-aigbted alateaiDanthip and 
ooaitruct a maohioary of imperial adinintstration ou 
penuanant and durable foandaliorMi. vruiri were 

certainly clever and thorough in their methods, bat like 
all adminittrative experts they were devoid of Idealism i 
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tnd an empire wiUioat ideala it an edldco on qtiiek- 
■andfl. Tiff the flnt two yaara of bk reign, bia fatbar’e 
Wtuir, Abu] Abbw i^(h Ahmed bin Terarieni, contloaad 
at bia pMt. Abo] Abbaa waa {gnoraoi of Arable and 
made Paraiiva the oScIal language—an isnovatloa 
abolkbed b; hk famona auooeaaor. Bui if iaclctng in 
adueation, bo had that aztooaivo knowledga of aOain 
wbieb waa to bo oxpootod of one who had riaon to ba 
tba aeoond groatoat man lytha kingdom from the bt»a> 
bla potiUon of a cleric, ICm bo ‘worked niairela in tba 
adminktratinn of the itato and tba araj.’ The Sultan, 
bcweTcr, qiiamlled with him over the poaaoaaion of a 
Turkiah ilaro, and the fallen ITaaif waa tortured to 
death by the offioen who wUhed to deprive him of all 
bia wealth. Abel Abbaa* aneoraaor, the greatKbwaja 
Ahmad bin Hajan Maimaodl, leiV on bis eontcmponrlea 
an impreteion aeccnd only to that of Uahmud. A 
Ibetor-brothor and claaamato of tho Sultan, Kfawaja 
Abnsad was diftlnguisbad tbroughoDt bia life by an 
nniapaaohable loyalty to tba House of Gbaznin, wbiob 
in BO way interfered with the item obedienoe he 
.demanded of bk aubordinataa fur himeelf. Hii father, 
Biaan UaimaiKii. oolleotor of rsvenne at Bnit, waa 
banged by Subukiigio on a eharga of peoulatioo. but 
the aad event had no effect on tba eon'a eareer. It 
would bare been dimoult. if not impOMibla, for the 
Soltao to Offiberk on hk oonquoring oaner witliout tbo 
organising eapaoity of hk miniator to lupport him. An 
ezoeUent aobolar, an intriguer of the big^t order and 
a stem man of biuItHoa, Ahmad direoted the affairs 
of the Rovemucat ior eigbtoin yean wiifa an efficleoey 
none could deny. Bat a aticmg ITatir and a auoog 
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8u1i&n mra rwllj incvmpttlblo; th« SJivtjo’t toft 
tongun omi afruaivo lo^oUjr dfllftjKl, bat ooutd not 
finally proreal, Uia inovitabto rupiurti. Hia oxtra* 
ordinary aaotodanoy wta painfal to many, and a atroog 
party, haadad by Uia Sultan'a nn-iii-law, Amir AU, aod 
tba gxaat gozwral, Altunlaab, waa format] againal bim. 
Tlw Saltao madt op hia mind to pfora that iba Rbwaja 
w«a not inditpaamble and iaprlaonad him in an lodiis 
fori. Aa if to abow that the office, oonld ba aboliabed, 
ifoeoaABary, Mabmin) rofrainod from appointing a H*anr 
for loma tima. Hm oholoo ultimately foU on Ahmad 
Uuaaln bin Mikal, gonarally known aa Huanak. Iba 
MW iforfr, a clot# peraona) friand of tba fiutlan, waa 
remarkable for bk 'eoaToriatlonal powara,' and unfor* 
irmatnly atw for 'the iapatuoilty of bla tamporamant,' 
wbioh impallad him to take the wrong aide le the 
■ueeeMion-qBaation that artwa towarda Lite end of 
kfahmnd'a reign. 

An axtanaivQ ampire bad hoeo eetabliabed omr 
tba roioa of many goverontentai Wbat fort We are 
not told that ICahinud’a adminlalratioa waa better than 
wbat had exitted bafota, whila tba oollaetlon of rsTenoe 
wu eertainly more luiot Erarybody oomplaiMd that 
the Sultan went on eonqueriag nithoot baing abla to 
eaubliab peace and order b the conquered landa. 
Tbe oondition of the Punjab waa ebaotie and other 
proTinoce farad no bettor. Caravan rontoa were unaefe, 
and the iioaasiimal effurta of the govemmont to provido 
for tba aafaty of iu merchanta diaplay ita wooknean 
rntbor than ite alreoglb. "Ha la a atopid follow", a

Tbe power of the Rai of Lehora wu 
defied by the Bait euberdinate to him, who refused lo 
be relegated to the pcelttoa of nete goTemore; aod 
instead of meeting the enemy ae the loyal generals of 
the ohlef whom hie posittoa and pre-enlnence alike 
teemed to mark off ae the national hero, they preferred 
to be defeated by ibe Ohatuiatkle one by one. Ao inter* 
oal revolatioB, which wovld bare placed the defenaiT# 
etrength of tbe oonatry in the haoda of a central power, 
ww obeoluteiy neoeeeary if the newly>arieea enemy wia 
to be resisted with auooeaa. But the hand of the re* 
former was oombed by tbe time.boooured ooetoma of 
agee; and tbe tribal feuda of the Indiana, their oorepli* 
oeted system of military tenures and local rigbu, pre. 
vented them from maitorlog la foil force on tbe field 
ofbeltle. Tbe reenlt ww defeat, disgrace, disaater. 
Temple afta/ temple ww plondorcd ; the centtee of 
Indian eivilieation warn ruined; and neither the wiedom 
of the Brahman, nor the faeroiao of the Eshattrlyae, nor 
the piotM adoration of silent milliona oonld prownt 
their idols of gold and eilvar from being mailed into 
ObsBoavide eoln.

(wt, wet hla to « fort of Kaodhar, and th«n adTaeeed 
to veleoiDo hia broilior at Horal. Maaud, boworer, rofu^ 
ad to OTorlook (he fault of ibow who had eooipirad 
aftaitut him for yaank Mohammad waa bliodad by bia 
brotbar'a ordar. Amir Ali Kbaahawaod wu pat to doath 
aad Yoaaf bio Subuktigio vaa tbrovo late priaoo where 
be died. 

Haaaak waa rewrred for the diegraoa of a pablio 
eioeutioD at Balkh. Maaud raoaikd 
Pali ef Haanak. bit father’a famona TToaiV, Khwa]a 
Ahmad bio Baaan Malmaodi, from 
bltledlaa priaanand anlruatad him with the oflioa ha 
bad baM Ibr aighlaen jaara with auoh digatty and power. 
The fita of the fallta Waatr, to grtpbicaUy dworibad 
by Baibiki, won lha aympatby of all hearta. After 
waoks of hard and dtgrading impriaoeratot, Ha i na k waa 
lamnootd to the diiraa where the great Khwaja be* 
bared with oxtraordioary pelltoseat. He waa atked to 
•igo a bond giving up all bia property to the .Multan aod 
the two fFiuirt parted with a toonbing firrgiTaniM and 
affeotioo. "lo tbe tine of Sulten Mahmud/* Batoak 
apologwed, "and by bit oedere, I ridlouled lha Khwaja;

While paaerag throogh Syria 00 hii ratura-joumey from 
Meooa during the reigo of Sultaa Uahmud, TT—i»«if 
reoaired a robe of honour from Ue aati'OAlipb of Egypt, 
aod tble bad laid him open to tbe charge of bniog a Car* 
DAlbian. Tbe Caliph of Bagdad had protaeted hut Mab« 
mod, who knew Hanak'e mtiosallaUe bellefe, would twft 
allow him to be poniibod for aa Imputation ao b—el «^, 
"Write to tliii doting old Caliph.” Mabmnd bad 
ordered hie eacretary, “that for the eako of the Abbaaid* 
aa I baTe nveddled with all tha world. I am himtij g 
for Carmatbiana, and wbenarar oca it found who ia 
prorad to be ao, be ia impaled. If U waa proTed that 
Baanak ie a OaraathlAD, tbe Commandar of the Faith* 
fnl would Boon lean of what had happened to him. Buft 
1 hATB brought him up and he etanda on an equality 
with mj aona and my brothani. If be ia a Carmathiaa, 
■o am 1 alao.** Tbe old charge waa now revired. Two 
men were draaeed op aa ntecMogere from tha CaU|A 
damanding Eaanak'i death aa a Carmathiaa. ai)d 
Uaaod, with pretwled reiuctanee, acceded to tha 
Oaliph'e demand. Bui erarybody knaw the truth. "If 
Mamid mounu the throne, let me be banged," Hamah 
bad deelared in tbe dayi of bit arrogant power; end 
Heand baring euocatdad, Haanak bad (0 mount 'ibo 
steed be had nertr ridden before.' 
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At the foot of the scaffold Easoak threw off his 
Cost sod shirt. ‘His body was 
A Ghsznavide as silver and hie face like 

execution. hundreds of thousands of pictures.’ 

All men were crying with grief. He replied neither to 
the insults of bis enemies nor to the questions asked, 
but his bps were seen moving in some silent prayer. 
He was made to wear a helmet and visor lest bis head, 
which was to be sent to the Caliph, should be battered 
beyond recognition by the stones the public was ex* 
pected to throw. But the public, barring a few 
vagabonds hired by the government, threw no stones.

Equally laak* 
log In tbe gifta of a atateemao and a gmeral, Maaad 
would have dona well to rely oo tbe judgment of a 
wieermao. KhwajalUaan Uaimaodi, reatored to mora 
than bla former glory, direoted tbe goreruBeot with 
efficieney ao fer u civil affaire were ooneened. Bat 
tba Kbwaja never meddled b military matteri; bin 
death b 1037 left Maand frae to slanasago tbbga to 
bin baart'a eonteot; and witbb ten year* of bia fatbar'a 
death Maaad had loet bia army and bb empire and waa 
fiyiog a balplOH fugitive to as bboaplUblo lard. 

Iba two dangote Maaud bad to fear were tbe Bala 
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of Hinduatas in the east and the Seljuqs in the west. 
The former, terrorised rather than subdued by Mah« 
mud, vere sure to wake up when the inviaoible 
conqueror was no more. But they were a lethargie 
people and would in any oaee remain oo the defeseiTe, 
Masud’s obvious plan shoiJd have been to crush the 
Seljuqs before It was too late and leave the Bais for a 
more favourable season. But while the Beljuq peril 
was growing apace,' he preferred to divert his strength 
towards Hindustan in a useless emulation of his 
father’s aohievements, who. with a wisdom and a 
generalship denied to his son, had struck simultaneously 
in the east and the west. We will first describe the 
comparative prosaic events of the Punjab. 


The peculiar position of this Indian province bad 
induced Mahmud to take the ex- 
Administeation traordinary step of separating its 
orvil and military authorities. All 
administrative affairs were placed in the hands of Abul 
Hasan All, known as Qazi Shirazi, a man of common* 
place capacity, whom the Sultan in one of his humours 
bad thought of pitting against the august dignity of 
the great Ehwaja, while Ali Ariyaruk, a Turkish 
general of remarkable dash and courage, was appointed 
Commander-in-chief. The Qazi and the General were 
independent of each other and in direct sabordinatioa 
to Ghaznin. To keep them both in check, Bui Kasim 
bul Bakam was appointed superintendent of the news- 
carriers and bis duty was to report everything impor- 
taiht to iBiaznin. This division of power was intended 
to keep the province in check by preventing the con-

The Sultan oonioltad hla high ofieere 
but DODO, of them wee ioolinad to lead a eampaign to 
India in the heat and the raim (July, I0S8). "When one 
nma awej fr^ Ahmed NlalUgia, there eaoaot be muc^ 
hoooor left," the miDUter of war ramarked, "but the 
general aoat againet him will hftTe enoagh to do. for 
there ka etrang foroe at Lahore." Aehamed he 
paeiUaoimitjr of hie oollaagaee. a Hindu general elepped 
forward and oflfered hk eervieee. Thtj were gratefully 
Boosted by the Saltan. 

The oareer of TiUk, the Hindu, ihowe the rapiditj 

Tilak the Bindn whieh Hindui and Muaulfflana 
were both forgetting their reU|ioae 
differenoea in the aerrice of a oommon king and the 
ahparbly oriental feeling of loyalty to the aalt. Thoogh 
the MO of a barber, be waa of bandaotna appearanoe, 
had etndiad 'diaaimulatioa, amoore and witehoraft’ in 
K aehmir and wroU ezoallani Hindi and Feteian. Ha 
hadflnt ontexed the aervioe of Qazi Shiraai bat kfrit 
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for tlM boetar i>roipectl affarod hj tbe Khw»j«. to whom 
b* Kotod tj Momtarj oad intorpretor mkI «m mtroatod 
bj hfo with th« moti doHeato Eroa iho Kbwaji’* 
fall did him DO bans, fot Uabmod wanUd olerer asd 
•norgfltio young men aad TiUk'a fortuna kept on iropror. 
Jng- Soyand Eai, tbe gntwral of tbo Indian troopa, took 
tba wroD| aid* on tbe aaoooMloo qoMtion, and when be 
waa alain in tbe ikiimUb againit Ayax, Maisd appointed 
Tilak to the raoant poet. Thai be obtained tbe name of 
a man.’

Tbs tom of Ali 
l^gio, vbo )i*d K-oMAbtutbAd tbo pownr of tboir Sunlly 
OTtr SAautfkukd Aud BokhAfa, rafuaod to lotontfl thorn, 
And tbo rnUr of Jood, OAmod (Utah, for whom tbojr 
had an inoata ■nimty, nada a aodden raid oo tboir 
wandaring camp, aad with a doubla portion of tboir 
viadietirt anlmoaity, ilaw tight tbouaand of tbair maloa 
ai a tiogla attoka whlla aerts hondiad omo, vho Moap. 
ed hia wrath, fiad to othar aide of tha Oxua. But in 
1031 Ynauf Qtdr Khaa of Kaahghar diad and in tha 
Mlowtngyoar AlioBtaab, the ahauaTlda gaoeral whom 
Uahmud had appoiotod governor of Khwaraun, waa 
orderad by Matod to advaoca agaiuat All Tigin'a aooa 
and ia a detea batik, whJob ooat bln bia Ufa, ha oruah' 
ad tbeir arzny and deprived them ol Bokhara. Alitm* 
taab’i aoo, JHania, whom Uaaud appoiotod to bia 
fatbar'a poet, repaid hla klodnaai by traaaoa and aoon 
oMt bii poBfahnosl. Tba reaolt of thaaa avmta waa 
to remoTo ovrry power that might bava praraniad tba 
marob of tbo Tartar tnbea from eitem Tutkeaun aoroaa 
Mawaraun Nabr to the tarupUng (teida of Perela. Tho 
ofBoara of tba amplra prorad totally inoapable of either 
aztarmioatlDg or iabdning tba migratory boidaa that 
bad croaacd the Oxa. Huy bad ao aattlad habita. 
ticA aad it waa impoaiible to eniab tbam la a battJa. 
They dlaperaed and rouaitod with romarkabta aaaa. 
Aad yet it ia aaay to imagine what the oaaxpactod 
raid of tbo Tartar abepborda. who came bvalag aad 
pluadtriag, ^aai to a populatioa aconatemod to law 
apd order. 

Tba kadertbip of tba immugranU naturally feU 
to tba Saljuqij and in 1030 tbrae oblela of tbo 
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tribe, tired of the ooatianoua eonflioi ud herd* 
pnieed for lead, md» e jMtltioo to the Sullen 
eeking for tbe diitiiete of Kiee end Fereweh, the 
lend betvetD the mounteina oo the northvMt of 
ZUioreeeji, the 0<oe end the deeert of Kere-Enm, 
to be granted to them ee pietoro. Thk huiablo 
petition tigoed bj* Begbo, brother of leraol bin Boljaq, 
end Segbn’a tvo nepbewi. Tofhrll end Dtud, eoncieded 
with 4 deaperete threat, ‘beeanee they had no place on 
earth and none remained to then.' Maend bitterly com* 
plained of Ua father*! error In bria|ing theee cemoi-drl- 
Tora into the enpin, aad while begtiiliog the Seijuqe with 
eoft worde, «ot e forae of IfiOOO egeinet them. Begt*. 
ghdi. the Qheenevide general, defeated the Soljoqe aAer 
a aUibbom battle, but when ble men bad dkpereod in 
eearoh of plnnder, they retumrd from the awontain 
and practieally aonihilatad hie army. Tbero 
waeno altematlTebnt to ooDcede Ibo Seljaq dotnande: 
bat their ambitieni erpanded with Ihctr eooceee, and 
they began to aapm for the dttM of Mere and Serakht, 
eltnated on tb e frontier of tbeir territory, and oven for 
ttke whole of Khoreian. Bat Maeod, when he eboold 
bare eencentrated Me fo rcee on the aooihem aide of 
the Kborasao hille, preferred a Pyrrble rietory over 
the Hindua of Ilanei; and during bii abeeaee ia 103<1>37, 
the pltwdar of TaHqan and FWriyab enabled the 8oI jaqa 
to organiie their etirogifa, and plaoed them in a position 
to obaUenge Haeed'e power is nortbem Peraia. 

lo the aprlng of 1037 Subaabl, goTenor of Kbora« 
•an. waa ordered by Hand to proceed againet the 
SeljQqa. He prouiud that he wM too weak, but the 
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Suiun In^ud cm Ui ord«r b«iiig obtjad, and tbft 
relactftot goTvrccr led Ua troopa to tie expoctod dafMt. 
At ooe blow Sanklu, Mcrr and tbe vbola of Khoruui 
OMBO ioio tAo buida of iho Soljoqa. lafbtU vu crowsod 
kio| »t Nkuhopor. A pertn&tiQnt pcMo botwoea Muud 
4Dd the iioljuqt wu now impoioiblo ud » Tiotcr; galaod 
bjr Muod M Swokha ia tlie foUowiog jreur oaly delayod 
tba 1 m( ttago of ibo oroteai. 

Id tba lammar of 1040 tba Saljo^ oollaotad around 
Sarakhi, and Maaud. though ha bad 
fTi'* Dido DO proparatlooa, raaolved to 

inarch agaisat Ibom. A tarriblo 
famiaa »aa raglag ud hie adriacra requeatad him to 
inatponatbacampaige. Uaaad rafuaad to Hitao. Tba 
8 aljtiqa ntiaatad aa ha adTanoed and eoaoeatraiad tbait 
foroea at Morr. But Uaaud'a army nora 

diaorgaRiMKl at erary atkgo. Onin bad to ba brought 
from diatajit plaoea; tba boat waa unbnarable: ibo 
a&amy had flUad up th» walk and haraiwad (ha Ohauia. 
video oa avory aide. Ueat of tba maa war# onboraad ; 
no diKipliae or order ramaiood; and finally at 
J^aodaoiqao, oaar bforr, Jlaaud ww earrounded by tba 
Saljuqa and bad to offer battle. HU goaorala diigraoad 
tbaniBBlvea by Inaaon and flight, and tbo moa fbllowad 
the example of ibeir ofBeert. ’The Tutkkh troopa 
want ooa way, and the Indiana aaoibor, and neither 
Araba nor Eurda oould ba dktinguiahod.' Only tbo 
royal body-guard remained round the Sultan, who 
tttrprked friend and foe by bk valour.and atreogth, and 
•pearin band, atmck down all who came.witbio the 
reach of bia arms. But the Cold waa inotrioTably loau

mam at Ghautia. He tent Maidud to Uidtan and order¬ 
ed Prinoe Ixad-yer to bold the Afflbani in cheek, and 
then with tbo royal kanm and tbe eholceet treaaom of 
BoJtan Mahmud loaded on three bnndred oasteb, ho 
atariad for Lahore. Ereryoae adiiaed the Sultan 
egainat tha eUp. Hll demtioa of the capital woold 
throw everything Into anatohy and diaottfaw. The 
joumiy itaelf wu fall of danger. have no tory high 
opinion of the Sdaliiy of the Hindua," the IPaaw Khwaja 
Hobammad bin Abdoa Saituul remarfcad, "and what faith 
hia my lord in hia other aerranta, that ha abonld ahew 
hia tnaeorw to them in tha deaertl” Bat miffortane 
bod only inonaaed Haaod'a obatinaey. and be eauiUoally 
aoouaad hia offioen of tneaon. At the paaa of Marigalah 
tbe ITorir'e eminou words were fulfilled. A numbex 
ofTotklahand Hindu alavea plundered a part of tha 
royal bvaraie; nod seeing that thtir erista wonid not 
be pardoned by Uund, they besieged him in the inn 
when he wu staying and plaoed hia brother, tbe blind 
Mohammnd. on tha throna. Uaeitd wu captoted and 
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Mat to the fori of Oiri wbore bo ww toon tiior pot to 
dooth. 

PIoomI on the throw kftor also leon of Impruon. 

OMnt. the blind HobamoMd oontmt* 
lUudud. ed himwlf with drj bread while the 

affebe were dlreeted bj ble ion, 
Ahmad, who waa tepuled to be mad. But Uaodud 
(pave abort ahrifl to hb fathor'e mordorera. He hurried 
from Balkb lo Obaaain aod thenee mircbed toward! 
tbo Indue, blohammad'a enoj,'wbieb niarobed 
to n>Mt him, waa ilefeaied at Nagnbar, and Mohammad 
and bia aona ware oapUired and etaln on tba ipot (1041). 
Uaodud built an inn and a rillafe on tba elta of bia 
▼iotory. which be named Fatbabad. and returned to 
OhaxniD with bia fatbar'a ooffln. But tbe battle of 
Nagmbar had not placad tbe Punjab in hla band#. Ela 
brolbar. Majdad, whom the late Sullan had appointed 
goweroor of Mutlan, loet no time in eonwlidatlnt hla 
power; end with the help of tbe famoua Ayes, be 
oeptured Lahore and oitabUihad hie goremnent 
from tbe Indue to Hanai end Ihaneeewar. Mavdiu} 
marobed on Lahore in 1048. bot Majdud arrived joet 
la time to lave lu A oriiioat battle wu imminent and 
Ueodud’a amirt began to waver. Bnt on tbe morning 
of the Bid of Sacrifice Haidpd wm found Iq JiIj 
tent; a few day* later Ayas alao died: and the Pnnjab 
polled into Ifaudud’a bandi witbont a battle. But 
fnrthir troublea ware yet in atere.

To the everego Hindu mind the Muelim po«o*don 
af Negerkot tymboltaed the conqoeet of religon 
by brnto foree, end It w» (he firet duty of thi* 
eonfedaretce to pot en wd to tbta itendieg ImoU 
to their owed. Tbo ermy of Iriumpbent Hindoinn 
Bwched to the foot of the fort end Uid elege to U 
with elt the eineerfty of fWth.

Islam had become a 
loslag canM and it Memod M if another decisive blow 
would drive it off from the land. The Qbasnavide 
aiwtrv of Lahore, but; in fighting <»a|i otbor, bad for* 
gotten tbelr allegiance to Maudud and tomod a deaf 
ear to the prayers of the garrisan of Nagarkot. But 
wboD they heard that ten thousaad Hiedo cavalry 
supported by a large infantry was oarohing against 
thm, they at last awoke to the ioeeounty of their 
position, and taking an oath of loyalty to Haadad, 
collected their forties with tho determination to dofond 
their dty to the last.

In I06i 
Abdur Raahld wu put to doath by bk fotMral TuRhfll, 
tba imtor, bat tba oaurpar wm tlain bafbra ha bad 
oocupiad Iha tbrooo foe forty days. Next Farrothaad, 
•oaof Maiud, WM broB|bt oat of prunn vid roJgmd 
for Mrao yaani (1002.1009), wbila bia brothar aad 
BocceMor, Saltan Raaiuddin Ibrahim, a piona hiog. wm 
btauod with a Iook mgn of oarr forty yaara whioh 
aamo to an aad la 1099. Ha waa htoHod aJao with 
tbirty^ii aons aad forty dangbitr*. u>d ibo Utter, for 
want of BuiUbU prinoa. ware marriad to Sdyida and 
pkma Boholan. Sultaa Ibrahim il eradiled with two 
ladian axpaditiona of which be Ud the Moond io par. 
MB (1079-1080). Ajodhaa, the pretaat Tatan of Shaikh 
Farid of Sbakarftanj, waa raaobni], aad marehlag tbaaet 
tba Sultaa oaptarad tba fort of Rupar. •itoated on a 
hill with a rlrar on oaa aida and a thorny fomi foil of 
aDBkn OB tba othfr. Still mora poatio waa Uw eoo< 
qoeat of Darah, a tewo of Khoraaaa ooloniata, axilad 
from Potfiatoladiabythe Alraaiyab of tba dkohMinalt 
"Tbey wonbippod tdola aad paaaad thair liras taain;** 
but tbslr oity was ooaaidetad InpngnabU and oonso. 
qaMtly the Aua of India Dover saiweodad la pliinder. 
ieg tba forsignAm in their midat Bot Ibrahim ant hia 
way through tba thick foraat that nirrounded Darah 
aad rsdueed it by focea. Apart from this snmowhat 
mythio exploit, Saltan Ibrahim waa a aaae sad asaaibla 
oaa, who norer forgot the forious UmitatioDa of hit 
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poirtr Mkd wourod for bis wbiwU o loof pariod of 
onifitorroptod peaoa. 

Ibnkblm'i ooB, Alouddto Mwod, married »ri»tef 
of tho SMJuq Emporor, Sultoo fionjof, and diod oftor « 
pooeofol roign of ilxloon y«a« in HW- HI* oon, 
Arwian Shah, tigDaliwd his ooMuioa b; pukOog hit 
brotharsto dstlh. Only on* of them. BoliramShah, 
iuooMd«d in escaping to hi* uaole 8*njar, who drove 
out Artoloa *r»d ploeed Bohrom on the throne. Bot 
ArtaUa retoroed and besieged Bahrain and Soitjor 
oDo* more morohad to Ohoxaln (1117). Altaian wu 
Mpiured and a year later put to di*th. Muisauddm 
Bohrom Bhoh woe a magnifioent king. He twioe defeated 
the governor of the Fnnieb, Mohammed Behollm. 

Nioomi Oonjarl dedieotod the MoUsanul dsror 
to him and tho KaliJa and Bimu wu translated from 
Arabic into Persian during hie nign. But a •qoorrei 
with the chiefs of (3hor led to the sock of Ohouihi and 
BnlUo Bobrem'e reign of forty>oiw ycere ended in 
'*di*grae* and ruin (1163). 

Meanwhile, like oil things mortal, tho Empire of tho 
Scljuqi bod been progteesiog 
Empire. Sullw through ite ooreer of espaouoii, oon- 
TugV^ KlidoUon and deoay. The battio 

of Dondaoiqon hod placed the 
Persian provinoet of the Gbotnavide Empire in their 
hoods, gnlton Tugbril (lOSB-lMS), tho first Emperor 
ofthodynoaty, fixed hie capital at Bay and oesigoed 
Khotwon to his brother, Bend Jofir (Obtght) Beg. 
Ibe eeee with which the eonqucied people leeoneiled 
themeelvee to the new dynasty ie e credit at once to 
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tbe moral cluwaeUf of tbo Houa* of Baljoq and tl» 
oaptivaling power of oivilhiatioa. The iww niW« lh»w 
off barfa&rle waya aj>d ooDformed to tb« lime-bon- 
oored uadiUoBB of Paraiao moearcliy; tbo niliUry rigirar 
of the Turk combined writb the admlniaUatir* genioa of 
tbe Tertiafi to eaUbliidi an empire that earn* into eon* 
uet and eonfliot with the aaU4;alipb« of Egypt and tbe 
Dyiaotioe Empire in the weet and tbe Infidela of 
Cethay in the eaat; and in Ui« oentury of peace that 
followed no one refrettod tbe fall of tbe ObaxnaTkle 
adminiatralioo. **It would be mperllttOtM," eaya Otbbon. 
“to praiae tbe waloor of a Turk, and the ainlaUon of 
Tugbrll waa equal to hie valour. In bla own dominiona 
To|hrll wae the father of bit ioldlera and people; by a 
firm and cqoal adminUtratlon Per^a wm ralteved from 
the erile tif anarchy; and the aama handa ahieh had 
been erabrued in blood bocamo the gnardiana of joatiee 
and the pubUe peace.'* The kinga of Gbtsnin were 
allowed to eke out their yeare of Inglorioua exiatenco 
but tbe Haiealniana and Chriftiana of Iraq and Aaia 
Ifloorfelt the band of'the Conquariui Turk.’ Azar. 
baljan wae annexed to the Empire; tbe power of tbe 
BnweihkU. whiob Uabmud had orusbed In Tcfrban and 
Buy. waa finally annihilated in Baghdad and tbe 
Commander of tbe Faithful, relimred from tbe runtioaa 
to whiob be had been oxpomd by the preeeoce and 
poverty of thia Fenian dynaety, beatowed oa Toghril 
tbe tiUee of 'Sniianud T>oulab’ and 'Yamin-i Amirul 
Mominin.' A Selpiq general, I-Ub, overran Syria end 
even reached the Nile, while the Byeantine Empire 
felt the rigour of the Turkleh troope aoroa a frontier 
of iix hundred mllee from Tanraa to Enxum. Tbe 
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oontMl wM, bowaver, uodeoidad whaa Tagbril dtad a^t 
Ui* aga of aavac^-two.

tha aajtam oon^aata of rufbrii. ArmonJa and Oaorgia 
irara aDoexad a&d tbrM jean (1008<1071) of war dooid* 
ed tha fata of tha Aiiatie poaaeaaioea of Coiutaotiaopla. 
Tha iDittaUTO wu tokaa bp tho Soporor, Romaaua 
DiofaDoae, who adTaaead with a hundrrpd tbonaand 
•oldiara aad an amiiiarp force of dlaordcriy aliioa. Aftor 
three weU fought CMBpaigna tho Turlu ware driven 
bayood tha Euphratea. aad when the Soltan advaneed 
agaloet him with forty tbouaaad meo, ^e Urapcrer 
ooatonptuooaly ordared the baHiariao to oeda the 
polaoe aad dty of Ray aa the eondlUon of peaoo. But 
tho Sultan’a "rapid and ikdfal evolatuMU duUeeaad and 
diamayad the raptrior asmbera of tha Oiaeka," and at 
tha battla of UuUagird (Mad[kerb) tha Tnrkleh veterana 
oraahed tbe power of their rain and diiorgaoiead oppo* 
neate b^nd the poBBlblUty of redomptloo. Bomanne 
DiogoDoeo. brought a eapUra to ib« oourt, wae treated 
with that aaperb generoaity wbioh Alp Arealaa ahowed 
hia faltan enamiaa. Harlag aoaompliihad hie weeiam 
ndaaion, tba Saltan matehad aaatwaid for tha oooqoeat 
of hUwaraon Kahr. But an aaeaaein'a dagger out idurt 
tho, Soltao'a hfo after be had croaeed the Ozoa aod 
brought hie oooqaonng oareer to an untimely end after 
a reign of nine yeare and a half 

Tbe reign of Aip Arwlaa’i eon, Malik Sbab (10n> 
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iUJikShat. 

nod }HuuK>, and ahowi Uu Seljuq 
Bmpira at tto beat. The annwliasd aoheon of bia foUior 
waa Mooraptiabed by tba oonqiioat of Mawaraiui Mahr 
asd Malik Sbab'a KlMbn waa read bayond the Jaxartoa 
at Katbfthaf. But during tha mt of bin reign ibo Sultan 
kapt parambulatiiig bla axlacuuTa ampira and aupoiria* 
isg it« dril admlfiiatratioD to that “fair dapartad frem 
biadima without reward tad noM aritluat {aatioa.’* 
Tba coloodar whieb bad fallen Into dliocder wu reform* 
ml by a oommittoo of raathomatiaiaBa (iDaludioi the 
Mtroaomor'jmnl, Omar Khayyam), wbo ioaugarated the 
'Jalall era* ofMaljh Bbab. 'n oomputation of time, which 
■arpaaaoa tha Julian, and ajijiroaabaa tba aoouraay of 
tba Oregorian atyla.' With tba namat of AlpAraaWn 
and Malik Rb«h is inLimataly aaaooiatad tba noma of 
ibair graat miniatar, Kisamul Matk, author of tba 
Sifoiot Vamoi* and one of the xoott famoui Watirt 
of tba Beat. Deeply laaroad Id ail the political wtadom 
of tba day, a patron of litaratuie end art to whom tho 
'Ninuniah' UniTtraily of Baghdad avod ite a«tabliab> 
inant, Kiaamul Mulk anrrad tbo 8e))ai] dyoaaVy with 
■aal and davotkm for thirty yean and won for it iba 
loyalty of ita tubjacta and the grataful remambranea 
of poatarity. Sot tba Inflcaaea of the qaean, Torkaa 
Kbatuo, who wiahad to aacnre the luceaation of her
